DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The Examiner has carefully considered Applicant's amendments and accompanying 
remarks dated 05/23/07. Applicant's amendments to the claims have been entered, and all 
previously made rejections are now withdrawn and the application is deemed allowable. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-10 and 12-18 are allowed and renumbered as 1-17. 

3. The following is an examiners statement of reasons for allowance: there was no prior art 
that teaches or suggests a method for manufacturing an airbag cushion being tailored for 
restraining an occupant in the interior of a transportation vehicle during a collision, wherein the 
method of making includes the steps of: providing first and second fabric blanks; folding said 
first fabric blank upon itself to form a folded portion; stitching said first and second fabric blanks 
together at said folded portion of said first fabric blank, wherein said first and second fabric 
blanks are joined by at least one first stitch, wherein said first stitch connects said second fabric 
blank to said first fabric blank by proceeding through said first fabric blank at a minimum of two 
different locations upon said first fabric blank; wherein said first and second fabric blanks are 
joined to form a tri-stitch fold-over seam structure or a double stitch fold over seam structure. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the 
issue fee.
